Panic in Peking. 

Pekin, February 26.—According to a 
Chinese official ocoupying a high sta- 
tion. the finding of dynamite in the street 
outside the gate leading to the ‘royal 
palace on Friday. February 23, followed 
by the receipt of a warning against rev- 
olutionist’s students arriving in Pekin 
has precipitated a panic in the palace. 

The reception of many newly appointed 
officials scheduled for Saturday was hur- 
riedly countermanded lest there be revyo- 
lutionists among them. Military prec4iu- 
tions were taken, and whenever the dow- 
ager empress has walked in the grounds 
of the Forbidden City since Friday she 
has been escorted by a guard of eight 
soldiers carrying rifles. Many of the 
palace attendants also have been armed 
and the police have been equipped with 
rifles.

ANTI-TRUST LAW SUSTAINED. 


Exclusive Railroad and Express 
Company Contracts Prohibited. 

Austin, Texas, February 26.—The state 
Supreme court today sustained the con- 
stitutionality of the anti-trust law of 
Texas, wherein they prohibit the making 
of exclusive contracts between railroad 
companies and express companies, to the 
exclusion of other express companies, The 
case passed upon was that brought 
against the Missotiri, Kansas and Texas, 
and the American Express Company, by 
the state for an exclusive contract where- 
by all other express companies were 
barred from doing busiress on said lines.

And it is quite proba- 
ble that no one realizes that fact 
more vividiy than does Castro.

It is likewise shortsighted to ac- 
cept seriously the manner in which 
Castro is reported to have snapped 
his fingers at the Monroe doctrine.

out inconvenience. Thus you will attain 
financial independence, your only defense 
against speculation. Don't forget that 
the market always looks weakest at the 
bottom,

Experts Tell What Caused Accident 
to the Temple Court 
Elevator. 

The cause of the accident to the Tem- 
ple Court elevator, which occurred last 
Friday, is now said to have been a loose 
valve stem. Experts who examined th: 
elevator have made this statement, and 
they further say that the elevator oper 
ator was in no way to blame. 

Attorneys B. H. Hill and John 
Moore, who were injured in the 
dent, are improving, and yesterday they 
were both doing as well as coulu be ex- 
pected. 

The statement given out by 
perts who examined the elevator 
follows: 

“A detailed Anvestigation Saturday af- 
ternoon by J.‘'D. Mattiford, representing 
Morse, Williams & Co., the firm which 
put in the elevator, and R. L. Lyons, 
another elevator expert, resulted in 
discoverey that the.Temple Court acc! 
dent Friday afternoon was caused a 
valve stem coming loose and dropping 
from the rack of the piston. The in- 
vestigation showed that Irving Wiley, 
the operator of the car, was not in any 
way responsible for the accident, as | 
dropping of the stem from the vaive 
caused the car to become unmanage- 
able. The rest of the machinery was 
found to ‘be in perfect condition, and 
the cables, the mainstay of the elevator, 
were intact. In fact, immediately after 
the stem was screwed back into position 
the elevator was put into commission, 
as there was absolutely nothing 
it broken. 

“It was at first supposed that the car 
struck the basement, but upon investiga- 
tion it was found that the cables pre- 
vented the fall of the car. In fact, the 
experts declare that the car did not 
descend faster than its nominal speed, 
otherwise the safety appliances would 
have stopped its descent.’

Company chose to operate cars from 
East Point to Hapeville rather than 
across country from College Park to 
Hapeville, for the reason that the road 
between East Point ang Hapeville is set- 
tled to some extent.

Decided to Withdram 


Offering To Run as Representative 
of the “Common People;” Re- 
considers and Wilh Support 
Candidacy of Clark 
Howell 


W. H. Nolan, of Temple, Carroll coun- 
ty, Georgia, who announced his candidacy 
|for the governorship the latter part of last 
| year, as the ‘‘poor man’s candidate,” has 
decided not to make the fight. He de- 
'Claras that he hed determined to enter 
the race with the idea of securing their 
full rights to the common people of the 
state, and now, in their interest, he re- 
signs and will support the candidacy of 


Clark Howell. \ 

His letter in full is as follows: 

“The Constiution: Several months ago 
I announced as candidate for governor 
as a representative of the element known 
as the poor people of Georgia. I thought 
it was about time that somebody an- 
nounced from that element. 

“The Atlanta Journal, which was at that 
time hunting up candidates against Clark 
Liowell and beating the bushes to get 
in everyboly it could, published my an- 
nouncement with a big headline. 

“No doubt many of the people remember 
my announcement, as then made, in De- 
half of the common people. : 

“T now wish to inform the people that 
I have retired from the race, and am no 
longer a candidate. , 

“I withdraw now for the same reason 
that I entered the race several months 
ago—in behalf of the poor people.
